I. We deſire and expect, That you will inquire by 


whoſe Counſel it was that after God had bleſs d the 
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II. By whoſe Advice the Emperor's Miniſter, the 

Count de Gallas was diſcharg'd the Court, for re- 
ſenting, and oppoſing thoſe ſeparate Negotiations; 
contrary not only to the Grand Alliance, but to the 
Queen's particular Aſſurances to his Mafter. 

III. By whole Advice his Majeſty's Memorial, de- 
liver'd by his Miniſter the Baron de Bothmar againſt 
thoſe Clandeſtine, and Separate Negotiations was 
not only diſregarded, but called a Libel, and the 
ſaid Miniſter affronted. 

IV. By whoſe Advice and Management her Ma- 
jeſty was prevail'd on, firſt ro come to a Ceffarion 
of Arms with our Common Enemy, and then ſo ſur. 
prizingly to withdraw our Troops from thoſe of the 
Allies, which was attended with ſuch diſmal Con- 
ſequences. | 

By whoſe Advice and Management all that 
had been gain'd by a Profuſion of Blood and Trea- 
fure, in a glorious and ſucceſsful War, was thrown 
up juſt as we were ſeizing the Prize of our Conqueſt, 


and a Free-born People brought within view of 


Slavery. | 

VI. By whoſe Advice and Management our Con- 
ſtitution was ſtruck at, by creating Twelve New 
Lords at once to carry a Vote in the Upper Houſe. 
VII. By whoſe Advice it was, that the Treaty 
with the Dutch for ſettling our Common Barrier in 
the Netherlands, and making them Guarantees of the 
Proteſtant Succeſſion, was enervated, and a new 
Treaty which weakned both thoſe Securities made 
m its place. 


VIII. By whoſe Advice and Management we were 
mock'd with Aſſurances of being free from the Dan- 
ger of the Neighbouring Fortrets. of Dunkirk : And 
whether the late Miniſtry or any of them did agree 
that the French King ſhould make a new Harbour ar 
Mardyke, as part of the Equivalent for demoliſhing 
the Fortifications and Harbour of Dunkirk, 

IX. By whoſe Advice and Management the beſt 
Branches of our Trade were exchanged for Chimera's, 
and the ruin of the, whole endanger'd by a vile Trea- 
ty of Commerce with Fance. 

X. How the Expedition on Canada came to miſ- 
carry; and by whoſe Advice her Majeſty contrary 
to her Proclamations publiſhed in New Enzland;'Ke:

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for encouraging that Expedition, eame to allow the 
French to keep their Intereſt in Canada, to ſell that 


in Newfoundland, and to ſettle on Cape Breton, to the 
great dettiment of our Fiſhing: Trade, and to the.

rica. 

XI. By whoſe Advice it was that the Confederatcs 
were refuſed to be invited re be Guarantees to the 
Proteſtant Succeſſion, rho' her Majeſty had promis'd 
it in Anſwer to the Addreſs of both Houſes in 1708. 

XII. By whoſe Advice it was that his now Royal 
Highneſs, George Prince of Hales was deny'd the 
Liberty to come and take his Place in Parliament; 
when the Preſence of One of the Illuſtrious Family 
of Hanover was ſo abſolutely neceſſary to quiet the 
Minds of the Subjects, and to ſecure us from the 
Juſt Apprehenſions we had of Danger from the Pre- 
render. 

XIII. By whoſe Advice it was, that his Majeſty's 
Miniſter Baren Schutz was diſcharged the Court, be- 
cauſe he demanded a Writ for the Prince. 

XIV. By whoſe Advice Sr. Patrick Lawleſs, the 
Prerenders Agent or Envoy was entertain'd at Court 
at the ſame Time, and honourably convey'd beyond 
Sea, ſoon after it was complain'd of in Parliament. 

XV. By whoſe Advice and Management our Ho- 
ly Church was in Danger of being given up to Po- 
pery, our Civil Rights ro Tyranny, and the Way 
prepared for the Pretender. 

XVI. By whoſe Advice it was that the Facobite 
Clans in Scotland were Arm'd and kept in Pay, and 
that Levies of Men for the Pretender in Great Britain 
and Ireland, were ſo long cenniv'd ar. 


XVII. By whoſe Management it was, Thar the 
Publick 


Publick Affairs of the Kingdom are brought under 
the greateſt Diffieulties, as well in reſpect of our 
Trade, and the Interruption of our Navigation, as 
of the great Debts of the Nation, which have been 
very much encreaſed ſince the laſt War, as his Maje- 
ſty has been graciouſly pleas'd to inform us, in his 
Preclamation for calling a new Parliament. 

XVIII. We alſo deſire and expect, That you con- 
eur in demanding an Account how the Money raiſed 
by Parliament has been expended, fince the Change 
of the Mmiftry in 1710. 

XIX. That you not only concur in ſuch Enquiries, 
bur alſo in a Parliamentary Way to bring ſuch ro 
Fuftice, as ſhall be found Guilty of thoſe Miſmanage- 
ments; this being a Duty owing to ourſelvesas well 
as to our Confederztes, and indiſpenſably neceſſary 
for retrieving the Honour. of the Nation, and reſto- 
ring a due Confidence and Harmony betwixt us 
and our Allies. | 

XX. That yeu concur in ſuch Laws as ſhall be 
thought neceſſary for the better Security of the 
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Churches of England and Scotland, as ſeverally by 
Law Eftabliſhed, and for ſuppreſſing and preventing 
thoſe ſeditious and groundleſs Clamours, of the 
Church. of England being in Danger by his Majeſty's 
Adminiſtration. 

XXI. That you concur in giving the King ſuch 
Sums as ſhall be thought neceffacy for enabling his 
Majeſty to defend the Nation, to ſupport and re- 
lieve our Trade, and to keep the Ballance of Europe, 
which is threatned with a new War, by the In- 
trigues of our Common Enemies. 

XXII. And Laſih, We defire and expect, That 
you concur in ſuch Eaws as ſhall be thought neceſ- 
ſary for Uniting his Majeſty's Proteſtant Subjects, 
and particularly for making the Toleration granted 
to Proteftanr Diſſenters inviolable, and to eafe them 
from ſuch Hardſhips as they have been brought-un- 


der, by Men of arbitrary Principles, and —_— | 


Paſſions, becauſe of their firm Adherence to the Ci- 
vil Liberties of the Nation, and eſpecially to the 
| Proteſtant Succeſſion, when it was moſt in Danger. 
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
